the Sword ofthe Iſraelites, who aſterward Govern'd 


the Country by Princes and Judges, till the time of 


Samuel, being about four hundred fears: Theſe, Ru- 
lers or Judges were not all of one Tribe, but the moſt 
Antient Grave and Prudent Men were choſen out of 


every Tribe.

That ace two years 
before, he going from Port Honda, in the Spaniſh 
Weſt- Indies in America, to condect ſome Muies of 
- an Indien, named Caſtellan, into the Province of Quity, 
in Company with other Indians, among u hom one was 
ealied Frarcis Cazicus, a great Tempeſt hzppencd as 
they pafied over the Mountains Cordillerz, which 
threw the leaden Mules to the Ground; the Indians 
com plained of their great Loſſes by the Storm, yet con- 
fel} that they deſerved greater Puniſhments than this 
for their many heinous Crimes. Francis bid them be 
patient ſiuce they ſhou!d ſnortiy enjoy reſt : They re- 
plied, They were unworthy of it, and that the barba- 
rous cruelty of the Spaniards toward them was ſent of 
God, becauſe they had fo ill treated his Holy People, 
ho were of all the moſt Innocent. They then con- 
cluded to tarry all Night on the top of the Mountain, 
and Aaron Levi took out of a Box ſome Bread, Chcele | 
aud Junkets, and gave them to Francis, upbraiding 
him that he hid ſpoken diſgracefully of the Spaniards, 
who anſwered, That he had not told one half of the 
Niſeries and Calamities they had ſuffered from that 
tnhumane Nation, but that they ſhould be revenged

2 what Admirable Arcidence befel them in 
their Journey to Jerulalem, Grand Cairo, 
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"THough it beg for a general proverb that Tea- 

'  vellers may lye by Authority, yer knowing the 
Jattice of my Cauſe, 1 thus ſalute my Friends from 
Jerufiſem. Since my departure from Grand Cairo to- 
| ward the Holy Land, I writ 2 Letter from a - 
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place where Rachel wept for her Children, and would 
not be comforted 3 which with, ſeyen others 1 ſent by 
the Caravan of Damaſcus, to be convey'd to Conſtan- 
tinople, and thence to England, but doubting they are 
not arrived there, I thought good by this to relate my 
Travels to Jeruſalem, and Troubles there, with the 
memorable Antiquities I ſaw in that City, and elfe-. 
where, till my return back to Alexandria. 755 
Departing from Grand Cairo, I came to the place 
where it is ſaid the Vigin Mary reſte& with our Sa- 
viour in her flight to Egypt; from thence, I with my 
fellow Traveller Mr. John Bunel, both in our Pil- - 
grim's Habits came to the Town of Canko, and for 
want of a better Lodging, were compelled to lie that 
Night upon the bare Ground, next Morning we came 
to a Town call'd Phibits, in the Land of Gosan, where 
we met with a Company of Turks, Jews, and Chri- 
flians, and about ſeven hundred and fifty Camels, all 
bound for Damaſcus over the Deſarts, alſo twenty }| 
two Greeks and Armeniavs, deſigned for Jeruſalem,. 
whoſe Company we were glad of; in this Towa - 
went to a Houſe, where I ſaw-# ſtrange ſecret of hatch- 
ing Chickens by artificial Heat, of which I had ſeen 
the like at Grand Caito, but not in ſuch large Num- 
bers ; the manner whercof is, that the People of che 
adjacent Countries bring their Eggs in great quantities 
upon Aﬀes or Camels to this place, where there is an. 
Oven or Furnace kept temperately warm, the Maſter 
ſtandiog ready at a little Door to receive the Eggstby ; 
Tale and Meaſure, which ſometimes amounts to forty 
Thouſand in à Day, and at twelve Days end, more or- 
leſs, they come again to receive their Chickens; ſome 
Ringes contain near two thouſand Eggs, the Furner 
taking an account of the Names and Numbers of every 
Owner ;. but if he have two hundred thouſand at one 
heat, he mingles them all together, and then lays them 
in order upon a Bed made of Camels and Pidgeons 
Dung burnt, and in an hollow place underneath, a- 
bout three foot broad, is another Layer of the ſame, 
TOA ES: under 
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58 The Travels of two Engliſh Pilgrims , * 
under which the Fire is made, which yerappears only 
ile Aſhes, yielding a temperate heat to the next Cqu- 
cave; and the heat being reſiſted by the Dung laid 
upon pieces of withered Trees, ſends forth an extra- 
ordinaty Vapour, which at length pierces the mixt 
mY Earth, and by degrees infuſeth warmth and life thro? 
che Shells in ten or twelve Days, which when the Fur- 
Ws ner perceiveth by the breaking of the Shells, he be- 
gins to -gather them, but o fan hundred ſcatce ſixty 
thouſand ever dbme to good; and if it be Cloudy, or 
Lighten, Thunder or Rain, then all are loſt and dye; 
but if they be hatch'd in the beſt manner poſſible, yet 
they are always imperfect, having either a Claw too 
much or toe little, and very few in their right ſhape;

From hence we proceeded toward the Deſart of A-

Labours 150. Miles into the main Land, by Ptolomy 

Kirg of Egypt, who deſigned to make a. paſſage from 

the Red Sea into the Mediterranean, but being inform- 

ed that this Project would have. laid Egypt all under 

Water, he deſified, and built this Bridge to paſs over, 

which divided Arabia from Egypt, and which he had 

no ſooner paſſed, but were aſſauſted by the wild Arabs; 
and tho' we were above à thouſand in Company, yet 
we could not prevent them from carrying off à Ca- 
mel laden with Calhooes in the Night, and wound- 
ing four of our Men, one mortally, and my fellow 
Pilgrim Bunell narrowly eſcaped in the ann" 1 


hen the People come for their Chickens, the Furner 
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Next Day we came to 4 Well of Eratkiſh Water, 
and from thence came to Carga, one of the three Ca - 
les built by the Turks to fecure Travellers through | 
the Deſart againſt the Arabs'; having paid the uſual 
Trhute, we proceeded to another brackiſh Well near 
the ſecond Caſtle of the Turks, and from thence were 
guarded by a Company of Soldiers to the Third, cal- - 
ied Rachel, travelling twenty tour Hours without reſt» } 
ing; here it was told us the King of Egypt and Ju- 
dea fought many great Battles, which we thought 
improbable, there being no Forage for an Army but 
Sind and Salt Water: Having paid another Toll, we 
came to Gaza in Paleſtine, a very fruitful Country, 
being now clear of the Deſart: In this Town they ſhew 
the place where Sampſon pull'd down the two Pillars, 
and ſlew himfelf and rhe Philiſtines, and the ſituation 
of the Country ſeems to confirm the ſame ;, from 
thence we went to a place Called by the Arabiahs . 
Cinne, by the Chriſtians, Beerſheba, on the Borders df 
Judea, and pitched our Tents clofe under the Walls bf 
Ramath in Gilead; here I ſtay dall Day, and wrofe. 8 
Letters, which I ſent by the Caravan to Conſtattigople 
for England,, and the next Morning we with othes 
Chriſtians ſet forward for Jeruſalein, and reſted thar 
Night at a place about 16 Miles from Hebron, where 
the Sepulchre of Abraliam the Patriarch ſtands, being 
5 hort Miles from ſeruſalem: Next Day being Noch, 
i had ſight of the Holy City, and thereupon kneeling |} 
down, and faying the Lord's Prayer, I gave.

Convent; the Baſon which was as big as a Tub, pi 
was plac'd by a Chair, there were Roſe Leaves and Wh Fu 
Herbs put into the Water; the Fathers ſtood in : pu 
row, ſinging Godly Hymns; we ſat down, and the ric 
Father Guardian wrapt a Towel about our Knees, o! 
Fave our Cloths; then they began to ſcrub our Leg be!

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in Proceſſion round their Chappel, they ſaying ſeye- 
ral Prayers at three Altars, and fo we retutn'd to 
aur Chambers. June 4. After Dinner we went iato the 
kitchen, where we found all the Fathers, with Nap- 
kins before them, waſhing the Diſhes, every one tak- 


| ing his part, even to the Father Guardian himſelf; 


ſome were cleanfing, ſome handing away; but all the 
while with one conſent , they ſay ſome Prayer; it ſceme 
ing to be their endeavour, that all that they do, may 
be to the Glory of God; this being done they go all to 
Prayers, and you ſhall never ſee the Chappel witfouc 
ſome of them; yea, and two or three times iu, the 
Night they riſe to Prayers. On Whitſunday the p- 
pel was adorned ſomething extraordinarily, 4 very 
rick Canopy being ſet on the right Hand of the High | 
Altar, for the Father Guardian to fit under; when 

the Prayers began, the Father Guardian came into 
the Chappe!, and ſat under this Canopy : There were 

three or four Fathers dreſt in Cloth of Silver, like 
Heralds, two whereof attend on each fide of the 
Guardian, and two ftand over againſt him. Then 


they began to dreſs the Father Guardian ip his Fefiival 


Robes, and having read two or three Lines, put a 
piece of Linnen laced about his Neck, and then his 
Surplice, reading ſtill between every Robe that was 


put on, Then they cover him with 4 Garment of 


rich Sattin, and Cloth of Silver; the two that flard 
over againſt him, bowing at ſome Words. His Body 
being thus dreſt, the two Fathers put a Mitre on his 
Head, with all the reſpect imaginable after a ſhore 
Prayer, they take the Father Guardian by the Hand, 
and lead him to the Altar, he ſtanding in the middle 
of the four Fathers, adorn'd as aforeſaid z the other 
Fathers have their Surplices on, and the Organs go; 
then making a ſhort Prayer at die Altar, they lead the 
Guardian to his place again; and after a little read ing 
they take off his Mitre, and he fits bare till the Pray: e 
be done; then they put on another Mitre the firſt 
was of Cloth of Silver, and the ſecond was of Cloth of

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Sold, ſet fall of Rubies, Diamonds, and other Stones, 
they took off that alſo, and put on a third Mitre of 
Cloth of Gold, diffecing in tnape from the others, 
The Guardian being led to and from the Altar a great 
while; at length when they came to read where the | 
Holy Ghoſt came down upon the Apoſtles. aff-mblcd 
together, a Father vpon the Terraſs, was appointed 
to throw down a white #idgeon, dreſt up with Ribbon, 
in imitation of the Holy Gnoft, but he met with ſome 
difficulty, for the Window was ſo faſt ſhut that he 
could not open it a greet ,while, ſo that we had like 
to have gone away without their Holy Ghoſt ; but this 
Difficulty overcome, le made the Dove delſcend a+ 
mong us, which being done, after a Prayer, they be- 
gan to undreſs the Father Guardian again, reading all 
the while his Robes were taking off; aud fo that Day's 
Service was done. | 
Now we begen to think of going to the Dead Sea, 
and the River Jordan, demayding what our Exp?nce 
would be; the Fathers ſay, Twenty Five Livres. but 
uc all agreed not to give above Twenty. The Fathers 
{ent our Reſolution to the Baſſa, and he return'd anſwer, 
That if we would go, we ſhould pay twenty two Livres, 
and if we would not, he would have 10 Livres a Man: 
We thinking our ſelves under his Command: were not 
willing to embroil the Convent, who bear ail Damages, 
as they have done for ſeveral, but Thanks be to God, WM e. 
none happea'd in our Time. We all teſolv'd to go e.: Ml 
cept Mr. I. H. one Engliſhman more, and a Dutch- IM 
man, not thinking the Baſſa had been in earnefi ; but MW t. 
becauſe they went not, they were forc'd to pay ten C 
Livres for nothing; we then came to Bethany, nowa ri 
ſmall Village, where entring into a Grot under Ground, WM 2 
we ſaw a Tomb, from whence they ſay our Saviour T 
raiſed Lazarus, after he had been dead fo many Days: BE HK; 
Here we had the Baſſi's Guard to wait upon us, o E. 
fear of the Arabs, who are on the other fide Jordan, 2 
on the Land of Moab, and often made Incurſions, an ti: 
have ſharp Diſputes at the end of the Lance, oi ab 
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thoſe that live cn this ſide, in che Land of Pomiſe: 
The Baſſa pretended he muſt fend fifty Men with ur, 
but it prov'd but fourteen or fixtcen.  Heving tepo- 
ſed a little on the Ground, about Nine at Night we 
mounted our Horfes, and 2 ſſing through the turning 
aod winding of he Mount ins, came in the Mornisg to 
the foot of che Quarintine Mountain, where we dif- 
mourited, and making the cod Farth our en, fir pt 
two or three Hou: es, having our Horſcs made faſt to var 
Hands; and the Sun riſing, we roſe alſo, and wa ked 
to E'iſha's Fountein, a ſtones throw off, ond b<tore 
the Sun was too hot, we mounted our Horſes t the 
foot of the Mountaio, and fo begin to aged it, being 
very ſteep; having aſcended a great heigth, ve carne 
to the Place where they ſay our Saviour ſlept, when 
he faſted forty Days; and from that the Mountein re- 
ceived its Name: This place is near the height of the. 
Mountain, but the Paſſage fo the top is known only to 
the Arabs; there is a Church over it, where ſome 
Fathers have liv'd, till they were mvrther'd by the 
Arabs, Below ace ſeveral Ciſterns of Water, and Fron- 
tiſpieces of Chappels, but the p:\ſige to them is cut 
off; as we were going up, the thoughts of the danger 
ol deſcending enters into our Heads, and the Emperor 
of Germiny's Druggermen or Interpreter, for theſe 
Country Languages being fearful, got two Turks to 
conduct him down, aud fo having all had a ſafe de- 
ſcent, we rode chearfu'ly back to Elifha's Fountain, 
formerly bitter, but he throwing in a handful of Salt, 
the Waters became ſweet. Here we lay till four 2 
Cicck, and the heat of the Sun being over, made for Je- 
richo, and arriv'd about five, where there are now oniy 
a ſew poor Cottages; we pitch'd by Ziccheus's Trees 
The Inhabitantsare moſt Arabians,avd lome few Giceks. 


| ere the Captain of the Village came to vel co e cur 


Baſſa and his People, mounted upon a Mare valued at 
2 thouſand Livres, Mares being only in cficem among 
them : Here we -repoſed under 2 rotten Hedge, till 
about four next Morning, haviog little pleaſure in our 
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Companions the Goats end other ſtinging Creatures, 
We procecd then for the River Jordan, arriving by 
Day-ligbt, and rarried about an Hour to ſwim in the 
River; the St:eam is ſtrong and rapid, and the force 

j ofa Man can ſcarce reſiſt it; it runs into the dead Sea, 

Our Guard were very haſty for us to be gone, being 

afraid their Fnemies ſhould find them; therefore we 

all made ready, and ſet forward for the dead Sea; a- 

bout two Hours after, in our way to Sea, we pe ſſed 

| thiougb a moft curſed brrren place, not. having (9 
much as a green Herb, or Grafs, and the face of the 
Earth ©: vered with Salt, and though dry, yet our | 
Horſes funk up to the Riees, We come now to the 
Dead Sca, being ahout tferenty or etptry Miles in 
brezdth, ard about cichfecn oycr, There is no place, 
from whence the Water which comes into it runs out 
gain, except it be under the Earth; neither doth it 
ſ.em to encieaſe with the River Jordan, and fevera) 
ether Vatcis that run into it: It wes once @ fruitfuf 
Vliev, and cempar'd for Delizht unto Patadiſe, and 
cali a Tentapolis, of her five Cities, but afterward et- 

- PAroy'd with Fire from Heaven, and turn'd into this 
hithy Lake, and barren Deſolation, which deth en- 
cempals it: And to try the Virtue that is reported to 
de in the Water, wherein they ſay a Man cannot fink, 
ſome c our Company went into the Sea, and found 
1t impoſhile to get their Bodies under Water, yea, 
could Fardly keep their Legs under; the Water ' | 
fulphury, ard the cxtremity of the ſeſtneſs not ſo be 
en preſs'd; when they came cut there was a perfed 
Ui; upon their BCdies. Cur Eyes being ſatisfy d with 
Curtofities and Rarities, we made haft back to Jeru 
falem ; The Ruins cf cne of the Cities that were de- 
tir y'd for Sodomy, now lies good pirt out ct the 
Water, and is ſuppoſed to be Zeboim 

Now the $40 gets ſtreggth, and by reflection on the 
Ground, makes the heat fo violent, that our Faccs 
lo5k'd as if ihe Skin were flexd off, by riding froia 
Morning till four Afternoon; but the Fathers being 
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euſtomed to meet with tender-faced Travellers, ſoon 
rovided ſomething to mitigate our Pain, which was 
much ivcreaſcd by the ſaltneſs of the Water of the 
Dead Sea; This Night we took little plesſare in cate 
ing, but more in ſleeping, having had but little in 
this Voyage. Having now viſited all the places in the 
Holy Land, which Pilgrims uſeally dog. we prepare 
tor our return, F) - : 
jupe 9. We being reſolved to ſet forward in the 
Morning, the Father Guardian came and gave vs his 
Bleffing, and ſprinkled us with Holy Watgy, deſiring 
us to excuſe our bad Treatment, and that if at any 
time we had been dig afted we would pats it cver; but 


we knew it was a Compliment, for we had the civilleſt _ 5. 


Entertainment imaginable, end very far from diſguſt- 
ing us; for they were not only ready to be our Ser- 
vants but our Slaves; yea, my honeſt name-ſake Fa- 
ther Tomaſo, never ceaſed from Morning to Night 
from bringing us either Victuals or Drink, or asking 
whether we wanted any thing: And now for this his 
fourteen Days ſervice, we were no ways capable to re- 
compence him, for they would take no Money but 
for cur Victuals, and ſome other ſmall Services; we 
therefore preſented to the Convent thirty Livres 2 
piece, and ſome that had Servants more, The Father 
Procurator receiving it, they entred ail our Names in 
a Book, and the Sums we gave: The Book where the 
Names only were written we had a view of, and took 
a Copy of all the Engliſnmen that were in it, from 
the Year 1601 to this Day, being one hundred and 


fifty eight in number. 


Now taking our leaves, the Fathers all ſnew d great 
aflection to us, weeping, and expreſſing their deſires 
to enjoy out Company longer; and our Deſires were

Day, to be reſolved in the Truth, having many Bibles 
to that end. About which Point began a Diſpute that 
laſted many Hours, which at laſt drave to this Con- 


cluſion, that the Major part of this affembly were of 


Opinion that Chriſt was not come. But ſome others 


of the Aflembly having ſtrictiy examin'd the Scrip- 


tures, and finding them ſo plain for his coming, were 


inclin'd to think that Chriſt was come. Being the 


rather moved ſo to think, by the Conſiderations of the 
great Judgments that hath been upon them theſe 1600 
Years : By reafon whereof they have been as a Caſt- 
off and Vagabond People; which Conſideration pre- 
vailed ſo far upon many others, as drave them not only 
to think, but ro conclude that Chriſt was come. I 
remember one of them in Conference with others; 
tſeemed to be very apprehenſive of the great and long 
Deſolations of their Nation, ever fince their Deſtructi- 
on by the Roman Empire ; and imputed their Affficti- 


ons to their non-repenting of ſuch a Wickedneſs, as fo- 
kill the Lord from Heaven, And comparing their pre-

In this manner Thirgs ran to a ſtrange height of 
madneſs amovgſt the Jews at Smyrna, where appear d 
ſuch Pageantry of Greatneſs, that no Comedy could 
equal the Mock-fhews they repreſented 3 and though 
done durſt openly profeſs any Scrupic, or Doubt of 


this common received Belief, yet for confirmation of 
the Jews in their Faith, and aftoniſhment of the Gen- 
tiles, it was judg'd no lefs than receſiry, that Sabatal 


ſhould ſhew ſome Miracles whereby to evitice' to ail 
the World that he was the true Neſfi.-h; and as the 
preſent occaſion ſeem'd to require au Evidence infalli- 
ble of this truth, ſo it was daily expected by the Vbl- 
gar. with an impatience ſuitable to Hamours diſpoſed 


to Novelty ; who out of every Action and Motion of 


their Prophet, began to fancy ſomething extraordinary 
and ſupernatural, Szbatai was now horribly puzzled 
for a Miracle, though the imagination of the Peop'e 
was ſo vitiated that any Legerdemain, or Slight of 
Hind would have paſſe! more caſi'y with them for a 
Wonder than Moſes ſtriking the Rock fer Water, or di- 
viding the Red Sea: And an occafion happening that 
Sihatai was, in behalf of his Subjects, to appear before 
the Cadi, or Judge of the City, to demand eafe ard te- 
Iicfof ſome Oppre ſſions which agrieved them: It was 
thougt recctfary a Miracle ſhould be gow cr never, 


when 
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Gravity, which he had ſtarch'd on, ſome on a ſudden 
avouched to ſec a Pillar of Fire between him and! the 
Cadi, which Report preſently was heard through the 
whole Room, fill'd with Jews that accompanied Saba. 
tai, ſome of whom, who ſtrongly fancied it, vow'd, 
and (wore they ſaw it; others in the outward Yard, 
or that could not come near to hear, or fee for the 


Crowd. as ſpeedily took the Alarm, and, the Rumour 
tan and receiy'd belief by the Women and Children 
at home in a moment, ſo that Sabatai Sevi return'd 


to his Houſe triumphant, fix'd in the Hearts. of his 
Peop'e, who now needed no farther Miracles to confirm 


them in their Faith. And thus was Sabatai ex3l:ed, 


when, no Man was thought worthy of Communication 
who did tot believe him to be the Meſſiah : Others 


were called Kophrim, Fofidels, or. Hereticks, liable to 
the Cenſure of Excommunication, with whom. it was 


not lawful ſo much as to eat; every Man produced his 


Treaſure, his Gold and Jewels, offering them at the. 


fect of Sibatai, ſo that he could hive commanded all 
the Wealth of Smyrna, but he was to» ſubtil to ac- 
cent their Monev, leſt he ſhould render his Deſign 
ſufpeKed by any 2& of Covetouſueſs. Sabatai Sevi 
having thus fully fix'd himſelf in Smyrva, and filled 
other places with rumovrs of his Fame, declared that.

The Grand Scignior having received by this time 
divers informations of the madneſs of the Jews, and 
the pretences of Sabztai, grew big with Deſire and 


Expectation to fee : So that he no ſooner arriv'd at 


Adrianople. but the ſame Hour he was bought before 
the Grand Seignior : Sabaiai appear'd much dej (ted, 
and tailing of that Courzge which he ſhew'd in the 
Synegogve; and being demanded ſeveral Queſtions in 


Turkiſh by the Grand Seignior, he would not truſt ſo 


far to the virtue of his Meffiah-ſhip. as to deliver him. 
ſelf in the Turkiſh Language; but deſir' d a Doctor of 
Phy ſick (who had from a Sew turn'd Turk). to be 
his Interpreter, which was granted to him, but not 
without reflection of the Standets-by; that had he 
been the Meſſiah, and Son of God, as he formerly pre 
tended, his Tongue would have lawn with variety as 
well as with the perfection of Languages. But the 
rand Seiguior would not be put off vithout a Miract, 
and it mutt be one of his own choice 3 which was, 
That Sabatai ſhould be ſtrip'd naked, and ſet as a miik 
to his dexterous # rchers, if.the Arrows pierced not his 
Body, hut that his Fleſh and Skin was proof like Armour,

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notwithſtanding, not wholly fatisfied with this plain

and done diſhonour to his Soveraign Authority, by 
pretending to draw ſuch a confiderab'e Portion from 
him at the Land of Paleſtine; his Treaſon aud Crime 
was not to be expiated by any other means than by @ |! 


Converſion to the Mahometan Faith. which if he refus d | { 


to do. the Stake was ready at ve Gate of the Seragito 
to empale him. Sabarzi being now reduc'd to Extre- 
mity of his latter Game, not being in the leaſt doubt - 
ful what to do, for to dye for what he was aſſur'd was 
falſe, was againſt Nature, and the Death of 2 mad 
Man; reply'd with much chearfulneſs, That he was 
contented to turn Turk, and that it was not of Force, 
but of Choice, having been a long time defirous of ſo 
glorious a Profeſſion; he eſteem'd himſelf much ho- 
noured, that he had opportunity to own it firſt in the 
preſence of the Grand Seignior, And here was the nor 
plus ultra of all the bluſter and noiſe of this vain Im- 
poſtor. And new the Reader may be plezs'd to pauſe 
a while, and contemplate the ſtrange point of Conſter- 
nition, Shame and Silence, to which the Jews were 
reduc'd, when they underſtood how ſpeedily their

ed himſelf in the Sca, in manner of Purification, and 
ſaid his Tephilla, or Prayers at the Fountain, called 
by us the Fountain Sancta Veranda, which is near to 
the Coemetry of the Jews, and then departed for Scio, 
with two Companions, a Servant, and three Turks to 
conduct him, without admitting the Legates to Au- 
dience, or anſwering the Letter which was ſent him, 
from all the Communities of the Jews in Italy. And 
thus the Embaſſie of theſe Legates was concluded, and 
they returned to the Place from whence they came, 
and the Jens again to their Witz, following their 
Trade of Merchandize and Brokage as formerly, with 
more quiet and advantage, than the means of regain» 
ing their Poſſeſſions is in the Land of Promiſe. Aud thus 
ended this mad ꝓhrenſie amongſt the Jews, which might 
have coſt them dear, had not Sabatai renounced” his 
Meſſiah- hip at the Feet of Mahomet. "

quick work; but being aſham'd at firſt to bring ano- 
ther Meſſiah on the Stage, by help of Money they ac- 
cuſed him of Adultery, and procured a Sentence from 
the Kadi, condemning him to the Gilles; in order 
unto which, and in proof of his good behaviour, he te- 
mained ſome time in Priſon, ia which intrim he found 


means to cleat himſelf of that Crime by open Evidence 


to the contrary, and had for the preſent eſcaped out 
of the Power of the Synagogue, hid not their Autho- 
rity and Money prevaiF'd more than the Friends and 
Diſciples of this Impoſtor ; ſo that he was ſtill de- 
tained in Priſon, and Sabatai Sevi continued in the 
Houſe of Pharaoh, or the Grand Seignior, where he 
remained till the Year 1675, and then dies.

And the Occaſion thereof. - 


TY have heard in the foregoing Story from 


what glorious Kxpectations the whole Nation of 


the Jews were precipitated by the Impoſtorious, but 
Improſperous Villany of their late pretended Meſſuh : 


You will in this Relation perceive farther, how figna]- 
ly che Hand of Almighty God (about the fame time) 


went out to their yet greater Shame and Kxtirmina- 
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tion: And if any thing were capable to reduce that 
miſerably deluded People, certainly ove would think 


theſe continued Frowns, and accents vids Diſplea - 
ſure againſt all their Enter prizes, u it oupht to con- 


firm the Truth of the Chriſtian proſeſſion, ſo it ſhou'd 
even conſtrain them to haſten to it; For that Wrath 
is come upon tbem to the uttermoſt. ) 

In the Reign of the famous Abas; 8 Sophy of Perſia, 
and Grand Father to the preſent Emperor, the Nation 
being low, and fomewhat exhzuſted of Inhabitants, it 
entred into the Mind of this Prince (a wiſe and pru» 
dent Man, and one who ex-eedingly Rudicd the Be- 
nefit of his Subj &s) to ſeck ſome expedient for the 
revival and improvement of Trade, and by all man- 
ner of Privileges and Immanities to encourage other 


contiguous Nations to Negociate and Trade among ſt 


them; and this Project he fortificd with ſo many Im- 
munities, and uſed them ſo well who came, that re- 


paring from all Pars to his Country, in a ſhort time 


the whole Kingdom was filled with Multitudes-of the 
moſt induſtrious People and Strangers that any way 
bordered on him. 


It happened that amongſt thoſe who came, inu» 


merable Flocks of Jews ran thither from all their di- 


ſperfions in the Eaſt, attracted by the Gain which they 
univerſally make where-ever they ſet footing, by their 
innate Craft, ſacred Avarice, and the exceſſive Extor- 
tioos, which they continually practiſe. And it was 


not many Years, but by this meaus they had ſo impo- 


yeriſhed the teſt, and eſpecially the natural Subjects 
of Perſia, that the Clamour of it reached to the Ear the 
of Emperoy z and indeed it was intolerable, for even 
his own Exchequer began to be ſenſible of it, as well 
as his Peoples Put ſes ani Eſtates, which they had al- 
woft devoured. 8 

Hou to fuppreſs this Enormity, and remedy this In- 
convenience, without giving Umbrage to the reſt of 
thoſe profitable Strangers now ſetled in his Dominions,

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by falling ſeverely upon the Jews on the ſudden, he

N the Year 1635 Oliver Cromwell being then Pro- 
j tector of the three Nations, Manafſch Ben Iſrael, 
2 famous Jewiſh Rabbi aforemention'd, came as an 
agent from Holland, to endezvour to procure the te- 


admiſſion of the 'Jews into England, and made the 


following Propoſals to the Protector, for which (it 


was then diſcouts'd) they offer'd no lefs than two 
hundred thouſand Pound. NE. 


1. That the Hebrew Nation might be received 


| here, and protected from all Wrongs equally as the 


Engliſh. 2. To have pnblick Syoagagues allowed in 
Kugland, to obſerve their Religion as they ought,

Lincoln to Weſtminſter, 2nd there accuſed for Cruci- 
fying a Child of 8 Years old, named Hugh. Theſe Jews 
were upon Examination ſent to the Tower of London, 
18 of them were hang'd, and the other remain d long 
in Priſon. | 

In the Reign of Hen. 2d the Number of the Jews 
throughout England was very great, yet whereſoever 
they dwelt, they were commanded not to bury their 
Dead any where but in London, which being many:

K. Hen, 3. being very profuſe, was brought fo los 
for want of Money, that he was forced to borrow, ray | 
almoſt beg it of his Subjects, but the Jews who were ever 
expoſed to his Will, felt the weight of his Neceſſities 3 
and one Abraham a Jew in London, being found à De- 


" linquent, was confirained to redeem himſelf for 500 


Marks, And Aaron another je proteſted the K. ſinee 
his laſt being in France, had taken from him at ſeveral 
times 30000 Marks of Silver, befides zoo Marks of 
Gold given to the Queen, At another time this King 
Henry ſqueezed a Sum out of the Jews, and then let 
them out to Farm to his Brother Richard for a conſi- 
derable Sum, which he paid him and he was to make 
what more of them he could. He likewiſe bujlt a Church 
for converted Jevs in London. It happen'd about this 
time that a Jew fell into an Houſe of Office upon Satur- 
day, and would not be taken out that Day becauſe it 
was the Jews Sabbath; whereupon the Earl of Gloce- 
ſter ſaid, He ſhould not then be taken out on the Sun- 
day, becauſe it was the Chriſtian Sabbath; ſo that 
when Munday came he was taken out dead. ._ _ 
In the 7ch of Edward 1. the Jews at Northampton 
were charged with Crudifying a Chriſtian Boy upon 
Good-Friday,but did notthroughly kill him, for which 
Fact many Jews at Lon were after Eaſter drawn at 
the Horſe Tails, and havg'd. The ſame Year K. Edward 


called in all the old Money, and coin'd new, becauſe it
